Cut-worms are responsible for 
the 


failure of email farming: in the Walmea 
district. Hawaii, where they caused 
also the practical abandonment of two 
of the finest farms in the 
Islands. 


Jared G. Smith, Special Agent in charge 
of the United States Agricultural De- 
partment in Hawaii, and D. L. Van 
Dine, the Department 
Entomologist, 


have Just returned from a visit to the 
Waimea district where they began a 
war of extermination against the pests. 


Speaking of the result of his investi- 


gations Mr. Van Dine said yesterday: 


"The Waimea 
district, 
Hawaii, is 


•well suited for farming as regards both 
soil and climate. The rainfall is quite 
sufficient for, growth 
and 
irrigation 


would seldom have to be practiced. 
Nevertheless 'small farming', attempted 
at various times, Is a failure. Messrs. 
Long and Gyberson of California went 
there at the beginning of the year 1901 
and invested both money and energy in 
vegetable 
gardening. In several 
In- 


stances they meet \vith partial success 
but repeated failures drove them to 
finally abandon the hope of raising 
products for market with a profit. The 
failure to produce anything in that sec- 
tion of the country, aside 
from the 


grasses and sorghum, is due almost en- 
tirely to the ravages of the cut-worms 
or in native language the poka-worms. 


"These cut-worms, of which there are 


several species here, are the young or 
larvae of moths belonging to a great 
family of insects known scientifically as 
Noctuidae and commonly called owlet- 
moths. These moths are night flying, 
hence their name, and are often trou- 
blesome about lamps, being attracted 
by the light. They are sometimes at- 
tracted by lights and trapped and are 
also attracted by sweetened baits hav- 
ing a penetrating odor, like fermenting 
syrup, but in either case not in suf- 
ficient numbers to make it pay to use 
either method as a practical means of 
destroying them. Collectors often make 
use 
of these facts in gathering the 


moths for scientific purposes. 


"These pests are most serious in the 


vicinity of grass lands, their natural 
breeding 
place. A small 
cultivated 


place in the center of any great area 
not under cultivation is certain Ho be 
surrounded by pests of one sort or an- 
other awaiting the oncoming of the 
tender varieties which they find more 
to their liking than the more or less 
resistant hardy plants which they have 
left. 
In the subjection of any 
new 


lands, especially where the area under 
cultivation is small in comparison to 
the surrounding country, this difficulty 
is always met 
This is the case at 


Walmea. The gardens there consist on- 
ly of a few acres situated in the cen- 


ditching. This is the method most gen- 
erally advised by Experiment Stations 
In the States. The cultivated area is 
surrounded by a ditch several inches In 
depth with sides perpendicular. In the 
bottom of the ditch about every ten feet 
a hole is made, like a post-hole. The 
worms fall first into the ditch and 
crawling along fall Into the holes, from 
which they cannot escape, or while atlll 
m the ditch they might be killed by 
crushing or an application of kerosene 
oil. 
• 
"Grass lands that are fenced in from 


stock have been sprayed with tf mix- 
ture of Paris Green and water at the 
rate of 1 Ib. of P. G. to 80 gals, of wa- 
ter and reports have been made that 
this served to check the pests. 


"Vegetables are also treated In this 


manner but the strength must not be 
great enough for the poison to injure 
the foliage and an application should 
not be made if the plants, like cabbage, 
cauliflower, lettuce, etc., are to be eat- 
en shortly as food. 


"Food poisons have recently received 


much attention as a means of fighting 
many pests. Favorable reports have 
been received from several stations up- 
on this method against cut-worms. 
One food-bait or poison is freshly cut, 
succulent plants dipped in Parts Green 
and water and strewn about in Infested 
places. These become dry after a day 
and cease to be of use. 


Poisoned bran Is the bait most com- 


monly used. This formula consists of 
Paris Green or white arsenic 1 Ib., bran 
from 10 Ibs. to 20 Ibs., 1 Ib. of sugar and 
just enough water to moisten the mass. 
This Is put in piles of about one tea- 
spoonful about the field or when put- 
ting out young plants they are sur- 
lounded by a circle of it. Where the 
fleld is Jarge a dry food-poison can be 
made by adding 1 Ib. of poison to about 
20 Ibs of middlings and distribute it in 
rows up and down the field about ten 
feet apart by means of an ordinary 
seed-drill. It is well to make the appli- 
cation before the worms put in an ap- 
pearance. 
"By means of a sharpened stick, 


such as a broom handle, holes about 
one foot in depth can be made about 
young plants. The worms in crawling 
about will tumble Into them and be un- 
able to crawl out." 


Mr. Van Dine brought back with him 


a number of live specimens in bottles 
and experiments will be made at the 
station as to the best methods for ex- 
terminating ^he pests.

SUGAR AND AMERICANISM. 


The San Francisco Chronicle is nev- 


er quite happy in Its discussion of the 
labor problem in these Islands. It re- 
fuses to believe that servile labor is 
needed here and frames an argument 
to show that the white man, if "decent- 
ly paid," would do the work that is 
now done by coolies. The theory is one 
which has been overthrown more than 
once by the facts. White men have 
been tried many times at wages which 
they were not only willing to accept 
but anxious to earn, with the uniform 
result that they threw up their jobs 
and left the plantations for the town 
They would no more work In the cane 
fields of Hawaii than they will in th< 
cane and cotton fields of the Southern 
States or in the coffee forests of Cen 
tral America 
Going to California for 


an example, It is even so difficult to 
get whites to pick fruit acceptably on 
the torrid plains of the San Joaquln 
that orchardists take Asiatics by pref- 
erence. Indeed the demand of Califor- 
niana for Japanese has caused a con- 
siderable emigration from here. 


Nor will white men cut 
and strip 


cane in Hawaii on the plan 
of an 


equitible division of the profits. 
Ev- 


ery chance has been given them but it 
is no use. "This is work for coolies," 
they say, just as the Southern white, 
in disdaining plantation labor, says. 
' This is work far niggers." 


We anticipate the Chronicle's objec- 


tion that the whites were ill-treated. If 
so, the records of the courts, to which 
they had free access, do not show it 
Moreover, an employer, 
with 
a big 


crop on his hands, finds no profit In do- 
ing anything to lessen the 
working 


power of his laborers 
The truth is 


that white wage-earners here have had 
white treatment, and on the 
profit- 


sharing plan they were their own boss- 
es. 
The co-operative employers, it 


should be said, did not care to work 
with their own hands, they bossed" 
And their hired men were always Asi- 
atics. 


The Chronicle goes so far as to say 


that Americanism would be better off 
here without the sugar industry if the 
only way to sustain that industry is 
through servile labor. But what A- 
mericanism we have depends as much 
fpr Its living on the sugar industry as 
the Americanism of California did be- 
tween 1850 and 1860 on the gold indus- 
try. 
To abolish it would be to drive 


Americans out to make a livelihood 
elsewhere It does not appear that the 
California parallel would 
go 
further 


and permit us to create new industries 
in the place of sugar 
Coffee would be 


no substitute, as the American tariff 
laws now stand, and servile labor is 
as much needed for that as for bugar. 
Rice-growing is never done by whites 
anywhere in the world anfl probably 
sever will be. Hawaii cannot compete 
with California in cereals and staple 
fruits and vegetables, 
while delicate 


trop'eal fruits, such as the mango- and 
alligator pear, cannot be profitably ex- 
ported

buiit up here on imported coal and oil

This announcement naturally causes 
dismay in the ranks of naval men ant 
progressive statesmen who see in the 
creation of a great fleet the sures 
guarantee of peace 
It is undeniable 


that the tendencies in Europe are to- 
ward courses which would compel the 
United States to take the 
defensive 


Gradually but surely Europe—contlnin- 
tal Europe, we should say—is .arriving 
at concert of action against -what the 
Kaisar has called "the American ter- 
ror," meaning the menace of American 
trade 
Besides this is a growing atti- 


tude of hostility to the Monroe doc- 
trine 
Europe feels that It ought to 


have as fair a chance to build up loyal 
colonies in Latin America as it haft in 
Africa, and Germany, having organiz- 
ed a branch of the Fatherland in 
Southern Brazil is not disposed to ac- 
cept an American 
limitation of its 


work in that quarter. 
If things keep 


on going this way abroad, the United 
States will feel compelled to make a 
showing of force. 
By being prepared 


to prove its ability to protect its in- 
terests, the country may rest assured 
that it will not be assailed; but if, when 
an emergency comes, its representa- 
tion on the sea is comparatively weak, 
hostile powers may feel that the psy- 
chological moment has come to rain 
their blows upon the nation 
whose 


prosperity they envy and whose "ambi- 
tions they dread. 


Since the beginning of the Spanish 


war this government has especially 
tried to keep pace with the new Ger- 
man naval marine. So far, things are 
about even. But if Congress pauses 
now, 
the time will soon come when our 


naval rating will fall measurably be- 
low the German, and this, in view of 
the facts given above, and the addition- 
al one that our coast lines are infinite- 
ly longer than those of Germany and 
her possessions', would be a grave mat- 
ter

Lessons Learned by the 


Authorities at 


Manila, 


WASHINGTON, September 28.—The 


Bureau of Insular Affairs of the War 
Department has made public a report 
of the Chief-Quarantine Officer of the 
Philippine Islands, dated July 24, 1902, 
reciting, the efforts of the authorities 
to stamp out the plague and cholera In 
the islands. 'The quarantine stations 
are said to be the best In the Orient, 
and the inspection work has been very 
heavy. 


As to the cholera, the report reads: 


"I wish to "state as pertinent to the 
manner in -which cholera was introduc- 
ed into; Manila; that this city Is the 
greatest', vegetable market in the Ori- 
ent. Nearly all these vegetables, pota- 
toes, cabbage, celery and lettuce, come 
from Canton and the West river coun- 
try adjacent.- .The Chinese method of 
fertilizing plants Is well known, and 
the danger of such articles as cabbage, 
lettnce.-aftd'celery, which are often eat- 
m In the uncooked state, Is apparent In 
view of the possibility' that a disease 
iike cholera has prevailed in the terri- 
tory In which these have been grown. 


"Upon the appearance of cholera in 


Manila, the necessity of protecting the 
provinces against the introduction of 
:he disease by vessels was apparent, 
and consequently,' 'on the 21st of March 
a five days', quarantine was declared on 
all vessels sailing from Manila for is- 
and ports.-. The same

were applied to United States Army 
:ransports, since a large number of 
;roops were being' returned at this 
time.

- As he 
stepped upon this structure the report 
of the gun in Holt's hands rang out 
and he fell wounded, bird shot having 
entered his lower limbs. Whether Holt 
shot at the Chinaman deliberately or at 
a mynab is an open question, Holt 
claiming the wounds were the result of 
an accidental discharge. 


Lee Nun raised a cry and howled 


with pain, and tried to get back to the 
wash house. Two .or three Chinamen 
saw his plight and taking in the sltua- 
Jon at a glance gave chase to young 
Holt, who ran down the Iwilei road. 
Noticing that his pursuers were gaining 
on him. Holt deliberately faced about, 
evelled the gun at the Chinamen and 
lulled the trigger.

storage of fuel oil loom up on the 
horizon as one looks towards Iwl- 
lel nowadays. 
They 
are only 


three of eleven tanks which are to be 
constructed and which are expected to 
store over a quarter of a million bar- 
rels of fuel oil. 


"I've lived In this section of town for 


nigh on twenty-two years no-n^," ex- 
plained a workman at the tarfks yes- 
terday, "and I can tell you that the 
beauty of the place is all going. We 
don't call it Iwilei anymore—H's just 
'Tank' Town.1 That aint a very pretty 
name but it simplifies 
matters 
and 


gives every one a good description of 
what the place is like. vThe Union Oil 
Company has erected one tank and the 
Pacific Oil Company two. That big 
tank of the Pacific Company will hold 
about thirty-five thousand barrels of oil. 
It is put up in the right way too. 
In 


the first place Ihey dug down to the 
coral rock and laid their cement bot- 
tom for the tank on that. Then they 
laid an iron bottom over that and you 
can see above ground the thirty-two 
foot height of iron plates. 
I believe 


the tank is a little over seventy feet 
in diameter. That other tank is a little 
smallt-r. It has no cement bottom but 
a cement retaining wall was built up 
from the coral around its base. 


"You see all tho?e numbers painted 


on the plates in white? 
Well, those 


show the sizes and 
positions of 
the 


plates. The tanks have not been paint- 
ed yet. The seams must be tested first 
to see that they are all tight. They

usually test those tanks with water but OOCOCOOOOOOOOOCOCPCTC^ 


I tell you It would cost about $700 to fill 
each' of those tanks with water. 


"Those are engines there which- will 


pump the oil from vessels at the rail- 
way wharf for a distance of about a 
thousand yards through an eight-inch 
pipe to these tanks. A gang of Japs 
Is now at work laying that pipe. The 
wharf connections have all been com- 
pleted and these tanks will be in shape 
to handle oil in a very short time. Oil 
is also to be pumped from the ships 
right into tank cars on • the railway 
wharf to take it out to the plantations. 


"I. tell you what this oil business is 


going to help the plantations but its 
going to injure the waterfront. There 
wont be hardly any sailing ships com- 
ing from Australia with coal for this 
port in the future. There wont be so 
many big sailing ship cargoes to dis- 
charge and the longshoremen will suf- 
fer. 


"There will be no work for longshore- 


men in discharg.ng 
the oil carrying 


vessels as the discharging of them will 
be done verj~Quick and the work wil 
be simple. You see it will need only a 
man or two at the engine and tanks 
and the crew of the vessel will look 
after the work of the pipes on board 
the vessel. 


"I believe that the iron for more of 


those tanks is now being made and that 
the uork of constructing. them over 
here will be started soon. You see there 
is a place leveled off there near the 
Union tank for another one and that 
one is to be constructed next." 


The barkentine Fullerton, the first oil 


carrying sailing vessel, 
only 
carried 


15.000 barrels of oil on her first trip 
to Kahului and at this rate she would 
have to make two trips to fill one of the 
new tanks at "Tank Town."

BERLIN, October 1 —The Boer gen- 


erals' request for an audience of Em- 
peror William remains in abeyance un- 
til Germany learns the British Govern- 
ment's views on the subject. Foreign 
Secretary von Rlchtofen has Informed 
Ambassador Lascelles of the Boers' ap- 
plication, with an annotation that if 
the British government chooses to rec- 
ommend the generala to the British 
Ambassador and he presents them his 
majesty will receive them as he would 
other notable British subjects.

SMALL FARMING 


IN HAWAII NEI 


The work of the experiment station 


In Hawaii is thus far confined to pre- 
liminary investigation. About 154 acres 
near Honolulu have been set apart for 
the station, which was started in April 
last year by Mr. Jared G. Smith of the 
Department of Agriculture. The prob- 
lem of restoring some of the decadent 
industries of the Islands is now to be 
taken up. In the hope that the small 


{ farmer may again become prominent 
in Hawaiian agriculture. Nearly all 
enterprise is now centered in sugar 
raising. 
Wheat, tobacco, maize, silk 


culture and cotton are known to be 
well adapted for the islands, but near- 
ly all attempts to develop these Indus- 
tries have been abandoned in recent 
years. 


Experiments in poultry have already 


begun, as they are of Immediate im- 
portance. The supply of poultry is al- 
ways inadequate on account largely of 
the ravages of disease. It has already 
been learned how some of the diseases 
may be combated and a bulletin has 
been issued concerning them. It will 
be a boon if poultry raising is placed on 
a good footing in Hawaii, where Uve 
chickens sell at $12 to $18 a dozen and 
eggs at 40 to 60 cents a dozen.
